In Iha simple requirements 
thai dally nen'spapera obey tlic seneml laws applying 
lo all business enterprises. The constllutlonal guaran- 
tees have been alrcnsthencd by (he supreme court In 
the Los Angeles Times case, cmphaslzlns the right ot 
newspapers lo comment on Judicial procecdlnss, and 
the Jehovah's Wlltiesscs coses, which destroyed elforla 
ot local authorities lo impose license tees on lenHet 
distribution. The widest latllude has been respected In 
wartime freedom ot editorial comment. >- 

To talk, under these circumstances, as It pvtn liberty 
faced grave dangers Is elllier dishonest or naive, TJie 
real problem newapapen must consider is how to serve 
the people better, how to help Inform and enllshlcn 
them about the Issues In our violently disturbed soci- 
ety and about the Implications of democracy In an era 
ot profound economic and social change. Wlicn Mr. 
Roberts, as president ot Ihe editors' society, warned 
neivspapers against Irff .sponsible balling ot our allies, 
lie cogently emphasliid • vllal part of IJils seneral 
problem.— Chicago Sun.
